CENTRAL COUNCIL OF HOMOEOPATHY 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 16th November, 1989 

No. 12-18/89-CCH/3392 :—In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (i), (j) and (k) of section 33 and sub¬ 
section (1) of section 20 of the Homoeopathy Central Council Act, 1973 (59 of 1973), the Central Council of Homeo¬ 
pathy with the previous sanction of the Central Government hereby makes the following regulations, namely :— 
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PART I 

PRELIMINARY 

J. Short title and commencement :—(1) These regulations may be called the Homoeopathy (Post Graduate 
Degree Course) M.D. (Horn.) Regulations, 1989. 

(2) Thoy shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, Definitions In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) “Act” means the Homoeopathy Central Council Act, 1973 (59 of 1973); 

(b) “course" means the following course of study in Homoeopathy, namely :—• 

(i) M.D. (Horn.) (Doctor of Medicine in Homoeopathy)—Materia Medica. 

(ii) M.D. (Horn.) (Doctor of Medicine in Homoeopathy)—Homoeopathic Philosophy. 

(iii) M.D. (Horn.) (Doctor of Medicine in Homoeopathy)—Repertory. 

(c) “M.D. (Horn.)” means a post graduate degree in Homoeopathy (Doctor of Medicine in Homoeopathy) 
as prescribed iu sub-regulation (1) of regulation 3; 

(d) “Homoeopathy college” means a Homoeopathic medical college or an institute affiliated to a University 
and recognised by the Central Council for post graduate course; 

(e) “insepetor” means a medical inspector appointed under sub-section (1) of section 17 of the Act; 

(f) “visitor" means a visitor appointed under sub-section (1) of section 18 of the Act; 

(g) “President" means the President of the Central Council; 

(h) “Schedule” means the Schedule annexed to tho said Act; 

(i) “syllabus” and “curriculum” means the syllabus and curriculum for different courses of study as 
prescribed by the Central Council under these regulations; 

(j) “teaching experience” means teaching experience in the subject concerned in a Homoeopathic college or 
in a hospital recognised by the Central Council.

Materia Medica.

ADMISSION TO COURSE 

4. (1) No candidate shall be admitted to M.D. (Horn.) course unless he has :— 

(i) Passed the Degree Examination obtained after under-going a course of study in Homoeopathy of not leas 
than 5-1/2 years duration including the period of compulsory internship; or 

(ii) Passed the Graded Degree Examination obtained after undergoing a course of study in Homoeopathy of - 
not less than 2 years; or 

(iii) Passed the Diploma Examination in Homoeopathy obtained after undergoing a course of study in Homoeo¬ 
pathy of not less than4 years duration including the period of compulsory internship. 

(2) Candidates for post graduate course shall be selected by the University on merit. Preference may be 
given to a candidae who has worked in rural areas for atleast two':years.

(2) PRACTICE OF MEDICINE :

9. Requirements for a Post-Graduate Teaching Centre :— 

(a) The Centre shall fulfil the minimum requirements as prescribed in the Homoeopathy (Minimum Standards 
of Education) Regulations, 1983 for undergraduate training. The Centre shall obtain evaluation and 
approval from the Central Council before starting of M.D. Course. 

(b) Post-graduate department shall have all facilities of ancillary departments, 

10. Training : 

(1) Period of Training : The period of training for M.D, shall be 3 years after full registration including one 
year of house job or equivalent thereof. 

(2) Method of Training : The emphasis should be on inservice training and not on didactic lectures. The 
candidate should take part in seminars, group discussions, clinical meetings etc., The candidate shouldbe 
required to write a thesis or dissertation with detailed commentary which should provide the candidate 
with necessary background of training in research methods and techniques alongwith the art of writing 
research papers and learning and making use of library. The candidate shall be a resident ju the campus 
and shall be given graded responsbility in the management and treatment of patients entrusted to his 
care. He shall participate in teaching and training of undergruudate students or interns, Adequate 
number of posts of clinical residents or tutors shall he created for this purpose. 

11. The examination shall consists of (i) written papers; ( ii) oral including practical and (iii) clinical (in clinical 
subjects). 

12. (1) Student-Guide Ratio ; 

Student Guide Ratio : 3:1 (three students one guide). 

(2) Criteria for the selection of Gudic : 

Criteria for the Guide shall be ;— 

(a) Educational qualification : DHMS or its equivalent ; or 
BH.MS or its equivalent. 

(b) Experience : Professional standing of not less than 20 years out of which :— 

(i) he shall possess teaching experience of not less than 10 years in a recognised Homoeopathic Collego 
running diploma (DHMS) or degree (BHMS) Course; 

OR 

(ii) Ire shall possess qualification included in the Third Schedule to the Act, with 10 years teaching ex¬ 
perience in a Homoeopathic Medical College conducting recognised diploma course of four years 
duration or degree course. 
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13. Examiners : 

(1) The criteria for examiners shall be the same as of the Guide. 

(2) A panel of examiners shall be prepared by the University for a period oT two years which shall be approved 
by the Central Council. 

(3) One of the examiners out of the panel shall be appointed as giude. 

(4) At least 50% of the examiners shall be oxtemal examiners. 


PART VI 

SPECIAT PROVISION FOR EXTERNAL CANDIDATES 


Notwithstanding anything contained in these regulations the University shall allow the external candidates 
to appear in the Post Graduate examination for a period of eight years from the commencement of these regulations 
subject to fulfilment of the following conditions— 

14. Admission to Examination : 

(1) A candidate who has passed the final examination of a diploma course in Homooopathy of not less than 
four years duration and fulfils any of the following conditions shall be eligible for admission to the 
examination as an external candidate :— 


(a) holds full time regular post not below the rant of Assistant Professor, 

OR 


(b) has teaching experience of not less than seven years in a recognised Homoeopathic Meidcal 
College, 


OR 


(c) has ten years professional experience. 

(2) The candidate shall register his name atlcast two years before the final examination. 

(3) The candidate shall prepare and submit to his guide a dissertation atleast nine months prior to the holding 
of the final examination. The guide shall approve the same at least six months prior to the holding of 
the final examination. 

15. Papors for examination : 

The examination will comprise of the following papers :— 

(a) Materia Medica—(Materia Mcdica Pura and Applied). 

(b) Homoeopathic Practice of Medicine (including Gvnac and Obstetrics). 

(c) Organon of Medicine and Philosophy. 

(d) Repertory. 

16. Examiners : 

The criteria for examiners shall be as given in regulation 15 of these regulations.
